Detectives. Place Bets on 
Horses Actually Seen in 
Race at Latonia by An- 
other Sleuth. 


FIVE ARRESTS FOLLOW. 


Police Wait for Psychological 
Moment, with Result Pat 
O’Malley Is Among 


Prisoners. 
& 


With evidence obtained locally and at race- 
tracks in other partsof the country the police 
department yesterday made its first scientific 
Swoop on the gambling fraternity. The vic- 
tims of the new move in prosecuting hand- 
book men are: 

PAT O'MALLEY, First ward politician, friend 
and employe of Mont Tennes, 

HERMAN GREINKE, cigar dealer, 40 Clark 
street, 

FREDERICK WEISE, known as “Jap,” al- 
leged agent for Mont Tonnes at Pfeffier’s sa- 
loon, Thirty-first street and Indiana avenue. 

FRED HEIOCKE, alleged agent for Mont Tennes 
at Toomey and Singleton’s saloon, Twenty- 
eighth and State streets. 

FRANK E. SMITH, alleged hand book agent at 
Eighteenth street and Wabash avenue. 


New Way to Catch Gamblers. 

The manner in which O'Malley was 
trapped is typical of the way in which the 
pclice secured evidence against the other al- 
leged gamblers. The First ward politician 
was arrested on two charges—that he ac- 
cepted horse race bets on Nov. 9 and Nov. 
11. On those days Detectives Small and 
Cahill, new men on the gambling squad and 
unknown to the Kandbook operators, bet on 
certain races. 

Mathew M. Barden of Schuettler’s office, 
at the time the wagers were placed was at 
the Latonia race track in Kentucky, and 
actually saw the horses on which the hand- 
bcok men had accepted bets. 

Each day Barden telegraphed the names of 
the Latonia entries to Assistant Chief 
Schuettier, who instructed Smal! and Cahill 
to lay their wagers on those particular 
horses. ) 

Barden also bet on the horses at the race- 
track in order to bring back concrete ev!i- 
dence that “the horses really raced.” 


Police “Stack the Cards.” 

The detective who made the bets collected 
when they won, stood the losses at other 
times, and made no arrests. 

Yesterday the assistant ciilef found he had 
all of his evidence complete, the warrants 
were taken out, and the alleged handbook 
operators arrested. The charge against them 
is punishable by one year jn the county jail 
or a fine not exceeding $2,000, or both. 

The warrants against the gamblers were 
obtained by Cahill, and an effort was made 
to keep the action of Judge Beitler in issuing 
the warrants a secret, and the clerk of the 
court emphatically denied that any such war- 
rants had been sworn out. 

The warrants in each individual case charge 
the defendant with keeping a room and book 
for the purpose of registering wagers on 
horse races. 

Convictions confidently .are expected to be 
the result of the police educationa! methods 
of Schuettler, as the upper courts heretofore 
have held that to convict a man of gambling 
or operating a handbook the prosectition 
must be able to show that the races were 
actualiy held and that the horse bet on was 
an actual contestant. 


O’Malley Had “Tip.” 

O'Malley was served with the warrants at 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon when Detect- 
ives Smale, Harrington, and Belsky entered 
the Harrison street police station with 
Greinke, whom they arrested in his cigar 
store at 40 Clark street. O’Maliey was wait- 
ing at the station for them, evidently having 
received a “ tip.” 

Bonds of $400 in each case against O’ Malley 
and one against Greinke were signed by 
‘Ike ’’ Roderick. 

At 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon, Helke, 
Weise, and Smith were arrested and were 
taken to the Harrison street police station. 
Smith was taken ona “ John Doe’’ warrant. 

Heike was arrested in a saloon at State 
and Twenty-elghth -streets. He gave his 
occupation as a porter. Weise was found 
in a saloon at Twenty-first street and Indiana 
avenue. He told the police that he was a 
clerk. Smith was arrested with Heike, and 
said he was a clerk. 

Each of the men was released on bonds 
of $400 signed by George Murray, 1316 Car- 
men avenue.

Utah Company Increases. Its Stock 
from $7,500,000 to $25,000,000 and 
Becomes Nucleus of Consolidation. 


New York, Dec. 17.—[{Special.}—The plana 
for the consolidation of the copper preperties 
in which the Guggenheim interests are domi- 
nant, which has been the subject of almost 
continuous conferences since early in the 
falland which was originally projected before 
the panic, whén the Gaggenheims acquired 
large boldings in the principal properties 
concerned, was formally announced today. 

The Utah Copper company, which has been 
a large producer and has paid dividends 
since “1908, increases its stock from $7,500,000 
to $25,000,000 and becomes the nucleus of a 
consoldation by which the stockholders in 
the Nevada Consolidated Copper company 
and the Boston Consolidated Copper and 
Gold Mining company will receive for thelist 
holdings of the stocks of the present cOm- 
panies shares of the Utah Copper company. 

The consolidation now effected is the first 
result of the policy adopted by the big cop- 
per producers last summer of making a 
united effort to keep a better balance in the 
copper market. 

Wall street's chief interest in the merger 
was in the foreshadowing of a similar con- 
centration of the Amalgamated Copper-Cole- 
Ryan properties, which, with the Phelps- 
Dodge interests, would control a preponder- 
ant amount of the country’s copper output.

-Bendernagel Are Convict-— ‘ 
ed in Federal Court m ¥ 
New York, —. 
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Bonus System Unearthed Which 


Supplies Possible Motive 
for Cheating of the 
Customs. 


New York, Dec. 17.—[Special. }—The trial of 
James F. Bendernagel, Oliver Spitzer, and 
four checkers, Coyle, Boyle, Kehoe, and Hen- 
hessey, sugar trust employés, charged with 
defrauding the customs, which has been in 
progress three weeks before Judge Martin in 
the criminal branch of the United States Cir- 
cuit court, terminated tonight when the jury 
returned a verdict of guilty against all the 
defendants except Bendernagel. On his case 
they could not agree. 

Twelve men entered the jury box shortly 
before midnight, ten hours after they left 


their places to deliberate. The foremanre-

GEN. EDHEM PASHA IS DEAD 


Greatest of Turkish Commanders 
Expires While in Cairo. 


WON WAR WITH THE GREEKS 


Personal. Bravery Gave Promotion 
Despite Many Plots. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CATRO, Bgypt, Dec. 17.—Edhem Pasha, 
commander of gthe Turkish forces in the 
Graeco-Turkish war in- 1897, died here today. 

Edhem Pasha was one of the ablest gen- 
erals of the Turkish army. The German gen- 
eral, Von der Geltz, who reorganized the sul- 
tan’s army and who was chief of staff of 
Edhem through the Greek campaign, enter- 
tained’ the highest opinion of his cleverness. 
Edhem was a member of an old Turkish 
family which professed Islam for genera- 
tions. 

He. greatly distinguished himself as a 
colonel during the war with RvSsije, frst 
under Suleiman and then under Mukhtar 
Pasha, and finally under Osman Ghazi; who 
promoted him for his services during the siege 
of Plevna to the rank of general,.and it was 
as general that Edhem headed the last great 
sortie, being carried from the fleld dangerous- 
ly wounded. , 

On the restoration of peace Osman Bey, the 
then all powerful first chamberlain of the 
padishah, gave his daughter in marriage to 
Edhem, and fortune seemed to smile upon 
him, when some court intrigue conveyed to 
the sultan the impression that Edhem had 
been concerned in the deposition and death 
of Sultan Abdul Assiz. 3 

This cost him the favor of his imperial 
master, he was ordered to leave Constanti- 
nople, and for fifteen years was employed in 
remote provinces’ On the outbreak of the 
Armenian inaurrection. at Zeitun he was in- 
trusted with the duty of crushing It, and suc- 
ceeded. ae 

This had the effect of restoring him to his 
place in the sultan’s good will, and it was 
then that he was made commander in chief 
of the Turkish forces.

Lightfoot: Uses Lie Direet in Dis- 
ing Story of Alleged 
“Confession.” 


New York, Dec. 18, 3 a, m.—The New York 
World, under Copenhagen date, says: 

“The members of the committte of the 
University of Copenhagen ill withhold 
their acceptance of Dr. Cook’s claim that 
he reached the north pole April 21, 1908, on 
the ground that the claim is not substanti- 
ated, So the World correspondent ia in- 
formed today. 

** Besides, that Dr. Cook's proofs will be 
rejected is the general opinion among those 
connected with the university most inti- 
mately. rye . 

“It seems that the university committee 
has been put in possession of the observa- 
tions which August W. Loose, a sea cap- 
tain and expert navigator, swears he faked 
in New York to bolster Cook’s claim that he 
reached the north pole. 

‘* The figures in Capt. Loose’s observations 
and those submitted by Dr. Cook agree liter- 
ally, figure for figure, the World correspond- 
ent is informed. : 

‘* Several Danish officjals from Greenland 
are in Copenhagen. The university commit- 
tee will cros¢ examine them as to Dr. Cook's 
statements to them when he met them return- 
ing, as he asserted, from the north pole. 

“It is possible the committee’s report will 
be presented at tomorrow's ;meeting. The 
prospect of such an early termination is not 
regarded as a good omen by Cook's frijends.”’ 


Osbon Is Called Harsh Name. 

Further acrimony entered tonight into the 
controvery arising out. of Dr. Cook's. pole 
discovery pretensions. 

Capt. B. 8. Osbon, secretary of the Arctic 
club, who had declared Navigator August 
W. Loose was about to make a “ confes- 
sion’ regarding his affidavit that he had 
prepared Cook's polar “ observations,*’ had 
this to say: 

“ Lightfoot told me Capt. Loose had con- 
fessed. If he says anything else he lies.” 

To this George H. Lightfoot, who is a 
dealer in mining stock, replied: 

“TIT never told Capt. Osbon that Loose had 
confessed. If he says I did he lies, and I'll 
make affidavit to it.’’ 

And there you are. 


Wide Range of Language. 

The assertions and counter assertions ran 
all the way from the retort courteous to the 
lie direct. Capt. Osbon clung tenaciously to 
the statement he made to reporters Thursday 
night that ‘‘a certain broker ’’ had told him 
Capt. Loowe had admitted he “* med itke a 
pirate ’’ when he swore that he fabricated ob- 
servations at the Hote! Gramatin for the 
Brooklyn explorer. ) 

After seeing the statement from Capt. 
Loose that Lightfoot was the broker so mys- 
teriously referred to, Capt. Usbon early in 
the day, with a crafty wink in his left eye, 
remarked that Lightfoot was the man all 
right, and Lightfoot had unfolded to him the 
whole fearful story of the ** confession.’ 

The mere fact that Loose had averred he 
did not “ confess” anything and that Capt. 
Osbon’s story as handed out to reporters was 
‘‘ecrazy,”’ did not seem to cause the former 
admiral of the Mexican navy, Usbon, any 
concern. 

“Not Fake, B’gee,’’ Says Osbon. 

“When you hear me givin’ out any fake 
stuff my name’s not Capt. Osbon, b'gee,”’ re- 
marked the chief Cook stalwart.

Southern Woman Charges Grand- 
son Is Hidden in Chicago.

FAMILY HERE DENIES STORY 


Mrs. M. P. Thiell Replies Boy Is Myth 
and Charges Persecution. 


A remarkable story of being perseouted 
for years by a wealthy southern woman who 
claims that her daughter gave birth to a 
child while in a Chicago hospital, and that the 
child is in the possession of Mrs. Mary Peck 
Thiell, a widow residing at 2250 Park avenue, 
was told to a reporter for THE TRIBUNE 
yesterday afternoon by Mrs. Thiell. 

It has come to light as the result of a com- 
munication received during the day from 
Mrs. Lavinia Estill] Chenault Cunningham of 
Bourbon county, Ky., by County Attorney 
Lewis, and turned over to Assistant County 
Attorney Louis J. Behan for investigation. 

The letter states that Mrs. Estelle Che- 
nault Clay, the only daughter of the writer, 
died at the Post-Graduate hospital in Chi- 
cago June 22. 1899. Six weks or more prior 
to her death she had gone to Hot Springs, 
Ark., for her health, the letter continues, 
and while there was introduced to G. Willie 
Thiell, later going to the residence of his 
mother at 864 West Madison street, 


Southern Woman’s Letter. 

‘‘She had been in Chicago only two weeks 
when she died,” writes Mrs. Cunningham. 
“Cc. Willie Thiell told me Mrs. Mstelle Che- 
nault Clay died and said he had heiped 
women fn trouble before, and that she was 
never out from under ‘Wis care. She was mad 
at her husband and was suing him for divorce 
for cruel treatment. Now 1 find that she 
gave birth to a child, now 10 years oN, who 
has béen abducted by G. Willie Thiell. Make 
him tell you where this child is nidden. 

“T have a last letter from Hstelie, writ- 
ten just before she died, and pronounced a 
One sentence in it is: 

“** Mother, keep all my tnings if 1 die 
and take care of my child.’ ” 

Inclosed was a copy of a letterspurporting 
to have been written July 10, 1900, by John 
M. Collins, then chief of police of Chicago, 
which contains this statement: 

" That Estelle Thiell died of an operation 
at the Post Graduate hospital. Tne child is 
with Mr. Thiell at 355 Park avenue.”’ 


Says Charges Are Ridiculous. 


‘The whole thing is ridiculous. The woman 
was not married to my son,’ declared Mrs. 
Thiell, the mother of the man referred to in 
the letter, when seen late in the afternoon at 
the residence of her son, with whom shenow 
lives. 

Aroused by the sensational charges made 
in the letter, she revealed the detalls of an al- 
leged persecution which she said was begun 
by Mrs. Cunningham eight years ago, since 
when attorneys and Mrs. Cuhningham her- 
self are said to have written scores of threat- 
ening letters and employed detectives to 
shadow the Thiell residence under the be- 
lief that the boy was being kept there. 

“Why, there was no child in the first 
place, so there could be none to KidRap,” 
emphatically stated Mrs. Thiell, “ Mrs. Clay 
did not give birth to a child while in Chi- 
cago, that much I know, although she told 
me she had a daughter. 

“Jy met her socially im the city shoruy 
after her arrival here and she spent two days 
at my residence before going to the Post 
Graduate hospital. She told me she nad been 
injured by her horse falling while jump- 
ing the bars and that an operation would 
be necessary, that she had come to Chicago 
for that purpose. Two weeks later she died 
at the hospital. Nothing was said at the 
time about there being a child.”

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DOCTORS TO TEST STOVAINE 
e IN CHICAGO THIS MORNING. 


New Anzsthetic Will Be Tried in 
Woman’s Hospital on an Iowa 
Patient. 


The first surgical operation in Chicago in 
which stovaine, the anesthetic which dead- 
ens pain and yet permits the patient to retain 
consciousness, will be used, is to take place 
at 10 o’clock this morning at the Woman’s 
hospital, Thirty-second street and Rhodes 
avenue. ) 

The anesthetic made famous by its discov- 
erer, Dr. Jonnesco, a Roumanian surgeon, 
was brought directly *o Chicago from Guy's 
hospital, London, by William ¥. Bilake- 
Burke, M. D., B. Ch,, of the Royal university, 
Dublin, who has just arrived to assume the 
professorship of clinical surgery in the med- 
ical department of Loyola university. 

The patient is Mrs. Chadwick Cosgrove of 
Dubuque, Ia., and the operation is termed a 
latarotomy for earcinoma of the-small in- 
testines, in other words, a major operation 
for cancer. The stovaine will be injected at 
the base of the spinal cord and Mrs, Cosgrove 
may, if she chooses, observe some of the op- 
eration without physical pain. 

Dr. Thomas J. Kelly, professor of surgery 
in the medical department of Loyola univer- 
sity and the Reliance Medical college, and 
member of the visiting boards of the Wom- 
an’s, St. Bernard’s, and the South Bide hos- 
pitals, will perform the operation. 

The administration of the anesthetic—in 
this case the most important part of the op- 
eration—will be done by Dr. Blake-Burke and 
Dr. John Maxwell Auld, surgeon of gynecol- 
ogy at the Woman's hospital. 

Dr. Jonnesco himself may reach Chicago 
today.

A plea for further contributions jo the fund 
was made by David R. Forgan of the Na- 
tional City bank. 

Forgan Pleads for Fund. 

“The United Charities is preéminently the 
relief headquarters for the whole city of 
Chicago,”’ said Mr. Forgan. “If times are 
‘bard, or any great catastrophe takes place 
in the city it is to this organization that the 
relief work naturally falls. For that reason 
I think the United Charities ought to lead 
the list of every charitably inclined person 
or corporation in the city. It is the place 
where every one who wishes to relieve the 
poor ought to begin with their contribution. 
The directors have such faith in the people 
of Chicago they have followed the policy of 
taking care of every demand for relief which 
has come to them this winter, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they have had to borrow 
the money to do so. The work is limited 
only by the contributions, and the society 
should be promptly given the $300,000 annual 
income which they have started out to raise.” 

The annual report, showing its activities 
for the last five and one-half months, wiil be 
made public in the near future. 

Takes Care of 50,000 People. 

Thirteen thousand nine hundred and sixty- 
five families, representing more than fifty 
thousand persons, were. helped during the 
period covered. This work is done through 
eleven district’ offices located in the most con- 
gested parts of the city. 

The society maintains the Mary Crane 
nursery, which every day reached more than 
two hundred families. . The day department 
cares for the children of working mothers 
who must earn a living for their families. 

On the roof of the building is the open air 
school, made possible by a gift of $8,500 from 
the Elizabeth McCormick memorial fund 
and the codperation of the school board. 
There ig an enrollment of twenty-five chil- 
dren. 

Two thousand homeless men and boys were 
given care ina home maintained for stranded 
men and boys. 

The society maintains two workers at the 
Cook county hospital to look after the needs 
of outgoing patients who have no money or 
friends. One thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-eight people were helped last year. 


Summer Work Is Boon. 

The society carries on an extensive sum- 
mer outing work. Two thousand six hundred 
and forty boys and girls were sent to the 
country for two .weeks; 1,556 mothers and 
children were cared for at Camp Algonquin. 
The society secured transportation for all 
outings in Chicago and kept a registration 
of those who went to avoid duplication. Six- 
teen thousand three hundred and seventy-five 
outings were given. 

In the registration department are records 
of about 160,000 cases.

She was employed in one of the downtown 
stores, but when stricken with paralysis was 
unable to recall which one, and consequently 
could not return to work. She was out of 
work for two weeks and destitute before ap- 
pealing for aid. She was given emergency 
relief and an effort is being made to locate 
the daughter in California.

Journal and in part is as follows: 

“ Poliomyelitis, or infantite paralysis/pre- 
vailed in epidemic form along the Atlantic 
seaboard in the summer of 1907. About that. 
time it appeared also in Austria and germany, 

“In the stmnier of 1909 the disease reap- 
peared as a focalized epidemic in Greater 
New York and had by that time spread wide- 
ly throughout the United States and Europe. 

“ While’ the severity and fatality of the 
disease fluctuate wide *y, its effeets are always 


so disastrous as to*make it of the highest 


medica] and socia] importance.” 
“Through Three Generations.” 


In recording the success of experiments 
with monkeys, Drs. Flexner and Lewis report 
as follows: = 

“It has long been supposed that epidemic 
poliomyelitis is an infectious disease. [ts 
mode of spread certainly points to that view. 
A single successful inoculation with human 
virus could not establish the view, because 
the result might be due to a transferred toxic 
body. But now that successive transfer of 
the active agent of the disease has been ac- 
complished, any doubt of its infectious origin 
ean hardly be longer maintained. The virus 
had been passed successively through three 
generations of monkeys and ig still being 
transmitted. , 

‘* The conclusiens to be drawn from the ex- 
periments r@ated are to the effect that the 
virus of epidemic poliomyelitis is readily 
transmissible from man to monkeys and from 
monkey to monkey, by way of the brain, the 
peritoneal cavity and the circulation, and 
that, however transmitted successfully, it 
oecomes established in the spinal cord and 
medulla, where Wt sets up characteristic 
lesions which are followed by equally char- 
acteristic effects that exhibit themselves as 
the usual symptoms of infantile paralysis in 
human beings. 

* Moreover, it can now be stated thatthis 
experimental form of poliothyelitis in mon- 
keys is a severe and often a fatal disease, and 
when recovery from the disease takes place 
there persist residues of paralysis which re- 
semble the paralytic effects also persisting ig 
human subjects of poliomyelitis.”

Providing Means of Re- 
lief in Disaster. 


IS SHOWN EN THE REPORT. 
‘ 
Other Countries En¢ourage Ex- 
periments to Safeguard Un- 
derground Workers. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—{8pecial.]— 
The United States ie deplorably behind Eu- 
rope in providing effective means tor the 
rescue of entombed miners. 

The technologic branch of the geological 
survey will transmit to congress in anéwer 
to the Cullom resolution a comparison be- 
tween the conditions in this country and 
those existing abroad. ‘his will show that 
in Austria and France the provision of res- 
cue apparatus in mines is made compulsory. 
In Germany it is optional, but has been 
adopted voluntarily. 

In Russia when more than fifty men are 
employed in one mine the law deciares that 
“every collier must have a rescue corps 
trained to work in irrespirable gases ’’; that 
“the number of men in each corps must 
be equivalent to 4 per cent of those engaged 
in the largest pit or shaft work,’ and that 
“the number of compietely equipped sets 
of breathing apparatus at each colliery must 
not be lese than three.”’ 


Advance in Rescue Appliances. 

So far as Great Britain is concerned a royal 
commission which made an investigation or 
mine accidents in 1007 came to the conclu- 
sion that sufficient advance had not been 
made at that time to justify iegisiation tr 
make rescue appliances compulsory. ‘The 
developments of the last few years, how- 
ever, has modified this opinion. 

The British commission, while criticising 
the value of apparatus which had been in- 
vented up to the time of its inquiry, stu in- 
sisted that action must be taken to safeguard 
life. The matter is considered of vital im- 
portance in England, ‘here are ¥72,22U per- 
sons employed at the mines, 776,466 cf whom 
work underground and 106,764 above ground. 
The comnilssion, therefore, recommended, 
and its/recommendation was adopted, the or- 
ganization of trained rescue corps. 


Trained Corps Essential. 

The commission declared such rescue corps 
to be of as much importance to theseuccess 
of rescue work as are breathing appliances. 
In England and Scotland several rescue sta- 
tions have been established in connectiopm 
with experimental) galleries devised for the 
purpose of training miners in effective rescue 
work in the event of explosions, pit fires, and 
all other underground accidents. 

A number of men are identified exclusively 
with each central station, and by numerical 
rotation instructions are given to the sur- 
rounding miners, all of whom in times o# 
emergency thus become available for intelli- 
gent rescue assistance. 

United States Consul Maxwell) Blake, sta- 


tioned at Dunfermline, in an official report ! 


to the department of state, said the miners 
lent themselves to these exercises with much 
willingness, and considerable rivalry exists 
among them for honors at public exhibitions, 
which are arnanged frequently. 

In addition to rescue corps there has been 
established a mining college at Dunfermline, 
which offers the miners opportunities for a 
more intelligent knowledge of the work. In 
connection with the college there isin opera- 
tion a convalescent home and hospital corps 
devoted to ambulance work. 


Mine Owners Co-operate. 

The coal mine owners associations have 
codperated with the British government in 
the development and adoption of measures 
for protection. and the saving of life. 

These associations have advised the equip- 
|ment of a central station with rescue ap- 
paratus kept constantly ready for use, as 
well as at least five appliances at each sep- 
arate mine within the district of the ceutral 
station; that telephonic communications be 
established directly with these outlying 
mines; that at least thirty men in each col- 
Hery, all of whom thoroughly know the mine, 
be instructed regularly in the use of the 
various appliances pnovided, and that the 
central station be in charge of expert opera- 
tore only. 


The cost of the station, exclusive of ap- | 


paratus, was estimated at $6,000,.and an addi- 
tional $1,500 per annum for up keep. .As men 
generally live a considerable time after an 
accident, the use of the breathing apparatus, 
it was suggested, might aid in restoring venti- 
lation, and thereby be the means of saving 
those who otherwise would become victims 
of the after damp. 


Experiments Are Encouraged. 

Every country in Burope is encouraging 
experiments designed to devise means to 
minimize the danger of accidents and in- 
crease the chances of rescue. This is par- 
ticylarly true of England, where experi- 
ments are making to establish the exact char- 
acter and causes of an explosion of coa! dust.

“Mrs. Brokaw,” said he, “has rejected 
my advances often enough. I am going to 
fignt this suit to a finish, and I am well satis~- 
Sed with its advance.” 

Mrs. H. Bramwell Gilbert, Brokaw’'s sis- 
ter, testified “in his behalf that he and his 
wife were a “ sweet, tender, solicitous, and 
Yoving couple.”” Mrs. Gilbert testified that 
Brokaw was not a drinking man. Bagley, 
one of Brokaw's grooms, testified to the 

game effect. 

Mr. Gilbert had an amusing passage at 
arms with his sister-in-law over a point in 
her earlier testimony. Mrs. Brokaw had re- 
fused to admit her use of’a profane adjective 
as applied to a servant's berth in which she 
said her husband made her sleep while cross- 
ing the Atlantic, unless Mr. Gilbert would 
swear she used the adjective. 


Testifies She Swore at Berth. 


“ Coming around the ship’s deck I met the 
puaintiff face to’face. I lifted my hat and 
she exclaimed: ‘I'll be damned if I occupy 
that berth," testified Gilbert today. 

As he repeated the debatable adjective Mr. 
Gilbert looked at the plaintiff. She nodded 
and smiled. So did Justice Putnam, as she 
made good her word 

A crank with a wild story of bribed wit- 
nesses caused &2 momentary flutter in the 
court at the afternoon session. Officers led 
him away while counsel for both sides agreed 
that his charges were baseless. 

General surprise was caused when Attor- 
ney Baldwin, after concluding his examina- 
tion of J. Bullard Blair, announced that the 
plaintiff rested.

“be given all her mal! when she asked for it. 
_ After the plaintiff's case had been con- 

cluded Justice Putnam denied the usual.mo-. 
‘tion for the dismissal of the complaint, and 
likewise a motion by the defense that Mrs. 
Brokaw be forced to elect to proceed on either. 
a charge of cruelty or one of abandonment. 

Witnesses for the defense were examined

Another quarrel, Knox said, resulted in 
Brokaw oalling his wife a fool. Knox ad- 
vieed them to separate forsa time, and 
Brokaw went away. Mrs. Brokaw left the 
house the same night. saying she was going

Description That of Kavanaugh? 

The description that he gave was deciared 
to be that of Kavanaugh, that is, a man 5 
feet 8 inches in height, 135 to 145 pounds, with 
sacar on left side of neck, straight biack hair, 
brown eyes, sallow complexion, and wearing 
nose glasses. 

Moyse, he said, came of respectable parent- 
age at Greenville, his father being a cotton 
buyer of moderate wegith. The son had en- 
listed in the Second Mississippi regiment at 
the time of the Spanish-American war anda 
year later-had started a career in different 
sections of the country which kept his native 
townsmen busy reading the newspapers. 

Phe first experience, according to Hckstone, 
was to pose as Capt. Clark of the battleship 
Oregon, which was then at New Orleans, and 
to wed a young woman of that city. He ran 
afoul of the federal government, however, 
and served a three years’ term at the Nash- 
ville penitentiary. 


Moyse Accused of Many Marriages. | 


Soon after his release he is said to have 
married at Little Rock while posing as an 
army officer, and this imposition cost him a 
year in the Arkansas prison. Since then he 
is declared to have married other women at 
Oklahoma City, Parsons, Kas., and Chicago. 

Moyse also claimed to be a lawyer and is 
said to have impersonated a celebrated attor- 
ney from New York in a case at Atlanta, 
Ga., and got away safely with money bor- 
rowed from his associate counsel, 

Kavanaugh -claiméd he was a graduate of 
Columbia law school and told his bride that 
he knew Capt. Clark of the Oregon well. 

As to Kavanaugh’s confession that he is 
the illegitimate son of Martin Beckhard, con- 
nected with the New York banking firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Ell B. Felsenthal, Chicago 
legal representative of the alleged father, 
said there was nothing whatever in the claim. 
Kavanaugh never had hear of Beckhard ex- 
cept through the Bambergers, the attorney 
asserts, the banker and his wife having 
known Mrs. Bamberger for many years.

PRISON FOR STRIKE MAKERS? 


New South Wales Would Punish 
Leaders Who Stop Trade. 


HITS AT EMPLOYERS ALSO. 


Gompers Says Compulsory Arbitration 
Failed in New Zealand. 


SYDNEY, N. 8. W., Dec. 17.—Business has 
been so demoralized by the coal strike that 
the legislature today took the drastic step 
of passing a bill rendering both strike lead- 
ers and employers who instigate or ald a 
strike or lockeut lidble to a year’s imprison- 
ment. 


“LAW CANNOT END STRIKES.” 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—President 
Gompers of the American Federation of La- 
bor today pointed out the failure of compul- 
sory arbitration in New. Zealand to prevent 
strikes, with the accompanying inference 
that laws making arbitration compulsory in 
the United States would not operate differ- 
ently. When the fact that the government 
of New Zealand is contemplating laws to 
prevent strikes was brought to the attention 
of Mr. Gompers he made the following com- 
ment: 

“When New Zealand and New South 
Wales adopted their compulsory arbitration 
laws faddists declared strikes would not 
again occur in those conutries. Thoughtful 
and observing men knew and declared that 
the laws would be ineffective and abortive, 
and so they have proven themselves. When 
the court of arbitration awarded a higher 
wage to the boot and shoe workers the manu- 
facturers locked out the men, closed down 
their factorjes, and declared that they would 
import their shoes from Europe or America. 

‘* When the workmen employed in the pack- 
ing houses and butcher establishments were 
denied an increase of wages by the court of 
arbitration they went on strike. 
interests of men diverge they will contend for 
their respective interests; and this is true of 
workmen as well as of employers. 


Sees Confiscation of Property. 

“Compulsory arbitration which compels 
employers to pay higher wages than they 
think they can afford, and enforces that 
award by the power of government, results in 
confiscation of property. Compulsory arbi- 
tration which awards a. lower wage and im- 
poses conditions upon workmen repugnant to 
them and enforces it by the power of govern- 
ment, establishes involuntary servitude, 
slavery. 

“The time was when all workmen were 
denied by the government the right of or- 
ganization or to associate to prevent reduc- 
tions or to obtain improved-conditions. Men 
were imprisoned, branded, hanged, for such 
‘conspiracies.’ These laws have given way 
to the recognition of the right of organize- 
tion among the workers. 

“The attempt in. the New Zealand legisla- 
ture to send men to prison for engaging or 
encouraging a strike will prove equally abor- 
tive to their first attempts at compulsory 
arbitration. So long as better life and con- 
cept of the rights connot be secured without 
a strike, the workers will have no hesitancy 
in striking. jail or no jail.” 


MRS. JOSEPH BADENOCH DIES. 


Wife of Ex-Alderman Succumbs to 
Heart Disease and Paralysis—Mar- 
ried Here in 1870. 


Mrs. Joseph Badenoch, wife of former Ald. 
Badenoch of the Thirty-second ward, died at 
the family residence, 7156 Harvard gvenue, 
yesterday. Death resulted from heart dis- 
ease, from which she had suffered for sev- 
eral years, and a stroke of paralysis last 
Saturday. At her side at the time of death 
were her husband, four sons, and four 
daughters, only one son, George Badenoch 
of New York, being away. 

Mrs. Badenoch was born at Bowmanville, 
Ont., in 1847 and came to Chicago in 1866 and 
married Mr. Badenoch here on Feb. 2, 1870. 

The funeral will be from the residence at 
12:30. o’clock tomorrow, the Rev. Smith F. 
Ford, pastor of the Englewood Baptist 
church, officiating.

Daniel Willard of Chicago, second vice 
president of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railway, is to be the next president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad; contingent 
upon the resignation of Oscar G. Murray, 
which is expected early in January. 

Mr.- Willard returned to his officeilate yes- 
terday after having been in conference with 
the heads of the road and confirmed the re- 
ports that he had been offered the presidency 
of the Baltimore. and Ohio, although he 
would hot state positively that he would ac- 
cept. 

* Mr. Murray has éxpreened. a desire to re- 
tire as president shortly after the first of the 
year of his own volition, and the directors of 
the road have been kind enough to ask him 
to accept the position in that-contingency,” 
was the way he put it.

CITES SIXTY-FIVE ERRORS

Final Move by Standard Com- 


pany at St. Louis in Fight 
. for Existence. ~ 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 17.—The appeal of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, its sub- 
sidiaries, and the seven individuals against 
whom the government recently won its dis- 
solution suit in the United States Circuit 
court was filed here today. 

Sixty-five instances in which the Circuit 
court is alleged to have erred are cited as 
reasons for taking the case to the Supreme 
court of the United States. The appeal was 
accompanied by a bond of $50,000. 

Collectively the assignmente of error are 
that the evidence did not show a violation of 
the Sherman act, under which the suit was 
brought. 

The findings in respect to competition as 
between corporations occupying contiguous 
territory also are declared to have been in 
error as well as the court’s conclusions re- 
garding the part which John D. Rockefeller, 
Henry H. Rogers, John D. Archbold, and 
the other individual defendants took in the 
formation and conduct of the various com- 
panies. 

The order granting the appeal was signed 
by Judges William C. Hook and Elmer B. 
Adams.

DEFENDANT IN TEST CASE. 


Ogden T. McClurg Sues for Principal 
and Interest on Bond of Ogden Street 
Railways Company. 


Ogden T. McClurg of the pubMshing firm 
of A. C. McClurg & Co. filed suit in the 
Municipal court yesterday for $1,000 against 
the Chicago Railways clompany. 

McClurg is holder of a large block of bonds 
in the Ogden Street railway company, a three 
mile surface line running from Lake street 
to Armitage avenue, in Forty-eighth avenue.

tion therefore is Hable for the bonds. The 
suit isin the nature of an experiment, but 
we expect to win.”

BIGKNELL BALKS RELIEF PLAN 


Denies Use of Cherry Records to 
Peru Committee. 


TIES UP $4,500 DONATION. 


Destitute Families to Be Given Orders 
on Stores Next Week. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Cherry, lll., Dec. 17.—jS8peciai.j—A com- 
mittee of citizena from Peru, ill., headed 
by Mayor Hoerner, has been baiked by 
Ernest P. Bicknell, national director of the 
Red. Cross, and chairman of the iocai relief 
committee, in its effort to distribute $4,500 
in cash among the families left destitute by 
the mine disaster of Nov. 13. 

Mr. Bicknell has denied the committee the 
use of the family records on file at relief 
headquarters and the committee nas been 
forced to resort to the books of the St. Pau! 
Coal company for the information desired. 
In the meantime the widows and orphans 
are being deprived of the $4,500 which was 
donated by the people of Peru upon the un- 
uc’ ending that it would be given in person 
to each needy familly. : 

The reason given by Mr. Bicknel! for re- 
fusing to aid the committee in its charitabie 
mission is that the Peru money should be 
merged with the general relief fund, and that 
an independent distribution of cash among 
the families of the 310 mine victims at this 
time would do them more harm than good. 


System in Relief Distribution. 

The Cherry relief committee met today and 
voted to close the clothing department of the 
relief store tomorrow night. The provisions 
department. will be closed as soon as the re- 
mainder of Tus TRIBUNE's shipment of meats 
and vegetables shall have been disposed of. 
There is still half a carload.of meats and 
100 bushels of potatoes in stock. 

Beginning next week each destitute family 
will be given weekly orders on local stores. 
A widow with no children will receive a $4 
order; a widow with one child a $5 order. 
Widows with more than one child will receive 
orders on the Basis of 50 cents a week for 
each additional child. 

Miners unable to work because of sickness 
will receive weekly relief. Miners who have 
sons dead in the shaft will be aided until the 
recovery of the bodies or until the fathers 
obtain employment. In cases where miners 
have gone away to work, leaving their fami- 
lies In Cherry, and it appears that the absent 
miners will receive no pay before Jan. 15, the 
dependent families will receive relief until 
Jan. 16. 

The coroner’s inquest will be resumed next 
Monday. It had been hoped that the mine 
would be reopened before that time, but it 
appears now that the shafts will remain 
sealed for some time. 


Lessons from Cherry Disaster. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 1%. 17.—[Special. }—The 
most interesting feature of the closing ses- 
sion of the Coal Mining Institute of America 
today was a talk on how rescue work was 
done at the Cherry mane by George S. Rice, 
an expert of the United States geological sur- 
vey. Mr. Rice illustrated his talk by pic- 
tures, photographs, and stereopticon views.

PRAISES PURE MILK FIGHT 
IN EULOGY OF DR. REILLY. 


Bishop Fallows at Funeral Service 
Urges Continuation of Campaign 
Begun by Late Physician,

Harry E. Smoot, attorney for the Juvenile 
Protective association, has received the sup- 
port of the health department and the state’s 
attorney’s office in his fight to save children 
from the willful neglect of their consumptive

Evans Indorses Plan. 

Health Commissioner Dr. W. A. Evans 
pronounced himself and his office as thor- 
oughly indorsing Smoot’s prosecutions. 

“Tuberculosis ranks with the most- ma- 
lignant diseases,”’ declared the doctor. “ It 
calls for the most stringent precautions. The 
health department is prepared to go the nee 
of the law in its fight against it.”’ 

This indorsement is timely, as, eseeetinn 
to the state's attorney’s office, his codperation 
is necessary to make a success of Attorney 
Smoot’s plans. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Thomas Mar- 
shall after an investigation was of the opin- 
ion that prosecutions would result in convic- 
tions under the city ordinances. 

Dr. Frederick Tice, superintendent of the 
dispensary and lecturer for the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute, declared that some- 
thing radical should be done to protect the 
children in the homes. 

“We have no hospital accommodations 
now for consumptive children,"’ said Dr. Tice. 
“In most of these families, some, if not all, 
of the children are in some stage of consump- 


tion. They can’t be sent to any home by the . 


Juvenile court, and there is no institution for 
their cure. We have funds available for their 
support if buildings were provided.” 


To Help Sale of Stamps. 


Signs calculated to assist in the sale of Red 
Cross stanips will meet the. eye everywhere 
in the city until New Year's, it is announced 
by the Chicago Tuberculosis institute. They 
read: 

“ Four thousand Chicagoans doomed to die 
before next Christmas. Hundreds can be 
saved with proper care. It takes money, 
doctors, and nurses to save their lives. You 
can help by buying Red Cross stamps.”’ 

Sales to date of nearly 1,000,000 stamps are 
reported by the institute.

The University of Nebraska, further 
west, Tulane university in the south, a

West Virginia.in the central east, a 
group of twelve Jesuit schools, including 
Georgetown, Fordham, and Holy Cross 
along the Atlantic coast, and Cornell, with 
its sweeping resolution, are heard from.

The 
death roll of some thirty killed and the 
accident list of seventy or more beside 
stare people in the face. Instead of the 
“ poorly trained players,” as was once de- 
clared, some of the best trained were sac- 
rificed to the sport this year. ‘“* The col- 
lege cannot get along without football” 
has little foree when a list of American 
universities is studied which shows the 
number of students enrolled. Leading 11! 
is Columbia, which abolished the game 
several years ago. It has 6,132 students 
in 1000, as compared with 5,675 in 1908, 
or, if the enrollment for the summer Js 
deducted, still it stands first with 4,650 
students in 1909, as compared with 4,540 
the previous year. Pven the plea that 
the risks of football enhance its value and 
belong to every sport is not so influential 
an argument as it was five years back. 

The claims of the Rugby game are 
heard more frequently) California and 
Stanford have just as big a time now 
with this sport as they ever had with the 
dangerous football of yore. Yale’s report 
that its best players excelled because they 
had trained in boxing and wrestling is a 
good illustration of the specialization of 
the game. Only a select few of the stu- 
dents have any part, picked men who re- 
ceive all the attention of athletic directors 
for three months. The meeting of the 
end of this month may not accomplish it, 
but the change cannot, be long delayed 
that will bring a game allowing the par- 
ticipation of more students, with heavy 
gate receipts, training table, rubbers, high 
salaried coaches and officials relegated to 
the professional erena from which they 
were borrowed.

ZELAYA’S RESIGNATION. 

‘The attitude of the United States, 
which Zelaya calls its “ hostility, to which 
I do not wish to give a pretext for inter- 
vention,” has forced him out of the profit- 
able dictatorship he has held for sixteen 
years. He has sent in’ his resignation to 
a congress made up of men who have 
hitherto been his creatures, and who may 
chovse as his successor some one accept- 
able to him, and therefore objectionable 
to the United States. 

Secretary Knox said in his letter to the 
late Nicaraguan chargé d'affaires that 
“into the question of ultimate repara- 
tion” for the murder by Zelaya’s order 
of two American citizens there entered 
the question of the existence of a govern- 
ment capable of responding to demands, 


There must enter also the question how far it 
is possible to reach those actually responsible and 
those who perpetrated the tortures reported to 
have preceded the execution, if these be verified, 
and the question whether the government be one 
entirely dissociated from the present intolerable 
eonditions and worthy to be trusted to make im- 
possible a recurrence of such acts. 


So the resignation of Zelaya is far from 
ending the Nicaraguan question. It is 
not a guarantee of the establishment in 
Nicaragua of a government which the 
American government could recognize—a 
government able and willing to meet al] 
the requirements specified in the letter of 
the secretary of state. : 

“Indemnity for the past and security 
for the future” sums up the demands of 
the United States. Now is the time to 
make future trouble with Nicaragua im- 
possible. é se

Indiana has boasted of its recdrd in the 
canning industry.

Lord Churchill, whose matrimonial differences with 
his wife are exciting so much attention, is a great- 
grandson of that marchioness of Conyngham who was 
the.all powerful favorite of George IV. as regent and 
as king, and upon whom that monarch bestowed some 
of the most precious and historic of the crown jewels, 
which the government of his successor, William IV., 
had the utmost difficulty in recovering from her, some 
indeed having never been restored. 

Lord Churchill’s grandfather, the second marguis of 
Conyngham, was the lord chamberlain who together 
with the archbishop of Canterbury called upon Princess 
Victoria at daybreak at Kensington palace in June, 1837, 
in order to announce to the then 18 year old girl the 
death of her uncle, William IV., and her own accession 
to the throne. This Lord Conyngham’s daughter, Jane, 
became one of the late queen’s most intimate friends 
and confidantes, and when she was found dead in her 
bed at Osborne on Christmas morning in December, 
1900, the aged queen was so moved by the loss of 
“Janie” Churchill, who had been a member of her 
household for considerably ever fifty years, that she 
ordered all of her ladies in waiting and all the feminine 
members of her court to don mourning, a unique com- 
pliment to a nonroyal personage. There is no doubt 
that the shock of Lady Churchill's so tragically sudden 
demise contributed to the death of the queen herself 
three weeks later. 

~>= 

Lady Churchill had married a man just twice her age 
and for near elghteen years the marriage was childless; 
and then her son was born, the present Lord Churchill. 
Malignant rumors began to be circulated, for which 
there was no shadow of a foundation beyond the evil 
imaginations of scandal mongers. Some of these rumors 
reached the ears of the late queen, who promptly and 
characteristically showed what she thought of Lady 
Churchill and of the stories concerning her. Nurseries 
were by her orders specially arranged at Windsor, at 
Osborne, at Balmoral, and at Buckingham palace, for 
the use of Lady Churchill and her baby, and wherever 
the court moved, the baby went along with it, the en- 
tire infancy and childhood of Lord Churchill being thus 
spent In practically daily companionship of the queen 
and of her younger children. Needless to add that the 
queen acted as his godmother, and when he grew old 
enough, appointed him, first, one of her pages of honor, 
and later on, one of her lords in waiting. 

It is because reared at court he is so thoroughly 
imbued with all its traditions, its prejudices, its un- 
written laws, and possesses such a profound and inti- 
mate acquaintance with the likes and dislikés of the 
royal family, knows 60 well those who are on its black 
books, and those who are in its good graces, that Lord 
Churchill was not only retained ag lord in waiting by 
King Edward on his accession, but was also intrusted 
with the duties of lord chamberlain at the coronation. 
The post of lord chamberlain of the court is a minis- 
terial office, now held by Lord Althorp, who owes his 
nomination to the cabinet, and will fall with the latter. 
Lord Churchill is, however, a sort of permanent lord 
chamberlain and intrusted with the duties as such. 
Thus it is to him that the king has confided for years 
the distribution of the tickets to the royal inclosure at 
Ascot, and it is he, too, who intimates the sovereign’s 
wishes in the matter of invitations to court functions, 
state balls, etc. In fact, his influence and authority. at 
court are great and in nowise indicated by his title 
of lord in waiting. 


—~>- 

Whether the king will retain him in office after his 
present matrimonial imbroglio, remains to be seen. For 
Edward VII. abhors anything in the nature of a public 
scandal relating to members of his entourage, and ap- 
preciates the fact that the court dignitary employed to 
sift the scandals of society and te determine to what 
extent they interfere with the presence at court of 
those concerned, directly or indirectly therein, should at 
least have his own household and domestic relations en- 
tirely free from public reproach. 

On the other hand, it is possible that royalty will 
stand by Lord Churchill, as it did at the time of his 
business relations with the company promoter, Terah 
Hooley, when it was shown during the course of legal 
proceedings connected therewith that he had put his 
name to an affidavit as having received only $675,000 
for his Cornbury hall estate, in Oxfordshire, from 
Hooley and his friends, whereas he had really received 
$750,000, a discrepancy for which he was severely

Then, too, Lord Lonsdale has espoused with more 
vigor than discretion the cause of his. sister, Lady 
Churchill, and this in itself is sufficient to arouse the 
wrath of those at court, where Lord Lonsdale is not 
precisely persona grata. Lord Lonsdale, though a 
splendid sportsman, lacks suavity, and is inclined to be 
aggressive, characteristios shared by his family. It is 
because of the incompatibility resulting therefrom, be- 
tween Ledy Churchill and her husband, that they have 
parted company. Indeed, they have been virtually sepa- 
rated for some time past. 

Lord Churchill is only distantly related to the present 
duke of iiarIborough and to Winston Churchill, being 
descended from Lord Francis Spencer-Churchill, who 
was a younger son of the third duke of Marlborough, 
and who, after many years’ service in the house of com- 
mons as member of pariiament for Oxfordshire, was 
raised to the house of lords two years before the battle 
of Waterloo as Viecount Churchill of Wychwood. Lord 
Churchill styles himeelf a prince of the holy Roman 
empire, by virtue of the fact that MDmperor Leopold 
bestowed upon the first duke of Marlborough @ prih-

Farm of “Millionaire” Peasant. 


Then we drive a mile away to the farm ofa 
“ millionaire,” a peasant owner of the 
estate of 430 acres, worth $200 an acre. It 
was over a beautiful country, with a man 


spect the stables 

The master’s house looks like an extra large, 
well kept peasant’s house, with e fence 
around it and flowers and fruit trees. 

At one side of the barnyard is a servant's 
bouse; it has a tiny clean kitchen with walls 
covered with dishes and decorated in colors. 
The main room hasa dirt floor, just sprinkled 
before our arrival in spiral patterns. Calico 
curtains are at the windows; there is a clock, 
long wall 
benches, a table, a little lamp, and several 
religious pictures, including one of Adam 
and Eve. In another room is a big copper 
still where they make whisky and peach, 
plum, and grape brandy. For every forty- 
eight hours the still is in use the owner must 
pay a state revenue tax of $2.60. Near the 
house was a big pile of dry grape vines, to be 
used as firewood. On the estate are sixteen 
oxen and four horses. 


Five Families ‘tn the Farm. 

Five families live on the farm. Each man 
ig responsible for a certain number of acres, 
for which he receives a certain sum. He 
also gete hie house rent, a certain amount 
of wheat, potatoes, corn, etc., and is allowed 
one acre and a half for his own use. On the 
long veranda men and women were assorting 
potatoes, small on the average, for they have 
not had sufficient rain thie season. I asked 
one of the men if he had ever heard of Amer- 
ica. “* Who haa not?” was his reply. “ Do 
you expect ever to go to America?” “A 
poor man never knows what fate has in 
store for him!’ And with this bit of wisdom 
and sound philosophy we turn back to the 
center of this peasant world for our dinner. 

Then into the farmhouse of a peasant who 
owns forty-five acres of rich land. The 
house has six rooms, well furnished, and 
clean. The lady of the house, barefooted, 
and in an old, dirty calico dress, apologized 
for her untidy condition, for she was paint- 
ing a fence and opened three great clothes 
presses and showed us heaps of silk dresses 
and other finery. Human vanity here is 
human vanity elsewhere. I know a good 
woman in Granville who does her own work, 
bakes her bread, washes her dishes, and 
wears a thousands dollers’ worth of Ma- 
monds to church every Sunday, and swelters 
in a sealskin coat. 

This farm here ie one of the “ prize’ farms 
and its owner has received acorn sheller and 
a drill from the minister of agriculture for 
its excellent condition. And it is in excel- 
lent condition, with good stable, clean barn- 
yard, good ‘pig pen, fine fruit trees, and a 
lovely old fashioned garden. There are twelve 
acres of fine grapes, and fifty great casks 
of wine in the vaults. The prunings from the 
vines are carefully saved and used for fire- 
wood. They also s+ave a still and make 
brandy. We are not allowed to leave without 
a sip of wine, 


Farm of 175 Acres, 


Another farmhouse had a beautifully deco- 
rated gable end, looking like a great sun 
symbol with rays beneath, all formed by the 
arrangement of the narrow boards which 
make up the end. The peasant farmer owns 
175 acres, worth $225 an acre. Both he and 
his wife were barefooted, as were all of 
the thirteen childrem which we saw, but her 
clothes presses contain many silk dresses. 
This family on an emigrant ship in New 
York would probably be denied entrance’ on 
the ground that they would become a public 
charge. We were forced to taste the wine— 
ow pleading of lack of time, eta., being in 
vain. 

We went back along the side of an alkili 
lake, which furnishes soap material. Near 
by is a farm of 140 acres. The farmer's wife 
is fat and jolly, in her bare feet and old work- 
day calico wrapper. She looks like a west 
side Chicago janitor’s wife, but their farm 
is worth at least $30,000. To escape the offer 
gf wine is quite impossible; she even produces 
a siphon of seltzer. Near the barn are five 
great wheat strawstacks. Her garden of old 
fashioned flowers is the finest I have seen. 
They have a good artesian well near the 
house,

The system thus acquired by Morgan & Co.

A maximum penalty of ten years’ impris- 
onment and a fine of $5,000 is provided for 
violations of the proposed law. Any alien 
found in a house of immoral purposes in this 
country, as manager, inmate, or employ6, 
may be deported. Any one returning to the 
United States following euch deportation

hibits as a felony the procuring of trans

Tlinois Laws as Model. 


In his report Mr, Howell, chairman of the 
immigration committee, expresses the opin- 
fon that the measure “ will largely fulfill the 
duty and meet the opportunity of the na- 
tional government towards these infamous 
practices.” 

The report recommends additiona? legis- 
lation by the states and territories and Dis- 
trict of Columbia along the lines of the I[ili- 
nole laws. The substitute bill is changed 
from the original immigration committee's 
bill so as to provide that persons who are 
supported by or receive in whole or In part 
the proceeds of prostitution” may be cov- 
ered in its provisions. 

The substitute calls for the deportation and 
exclusion of immoral aliens, exclusion and 
punishment of their procurers,. and punish- 
ment of all persons trafficking in “ immoral 
women, alien or native born, the subject of 
interstate commerce.” 

The report further says that.the changes 
in the law are based almost entirely on the 
immigration commission's investigation. 


Deplores Conditions on Coast. 

Dr. O. Edward Janney, chairman of the 
national vigilance committee for the sup- 
pression and prevention of traffic in women, 
told the reformers’ conclave today that hu- 
man elavery in its most horrible form is 
being permitted by the cities of California 
and the state of Washington. Little progress 
in the suppression of the traffic Is being made 
on. the Pacific coast, he said, Chinese tongs 
are flagrant offenders there. 

The suppression movement in Chicago, Dr. 
Janney eald, ie encouraging, though he de- 
clared the red light districts there are show 
places and as much of an institution of that 
city ae the postoffice and the art museum. 
He expected good results in New York, how- 
ever, and declared that the last mayoralty 
campaign there did much to show the subject 
in its true light. 

Blames Tariff for Slavery. 

New. York, Dec. 17.—(Special. }—The pres- 
ent high tariff was held to blame for the 
white slave traffic by John Bigelow, former 
ambassador to France, in @ letter written to 
the Civic Forum, whose ennual banquet was 
held in New York tonight. Mentally alert, 
though in his ninety-second year, Mr. Bige- 
low gave his views by letter because he was 
unable to attend the banquet. 

“How will he:[Taft] explain the recent 
extraordinary impulse given to the white 
slave traffic,” eays the letter, “ except by the 
tariff, which compels women to abandon their 
proper home life and take refuge in factories 
of protected industries for their daily bread, 
or elee, if not in consequenoe, abandon them- 
aelves to a‘life of shame?” :

Metaphysical philosophy 
is of no service at all in such an investigation. 
In twenty-five hundred years of effort it 
has contributed nothing that is of the slight- 
est value, but has only succeeded in tangling 
up human thought In the convolutions of dia- 
lectic polemics. It may be regarded as 
heretical to say that neither metaphysics nor 
so-called revelation has proved anything of 
the existence of God or the immortality of the 
soul; but it must be said.

All 
three of them Indicate clearly the action of 
mind and are not explainable by any other 
theory. Contrivance and design prove not 
only the action of mind but of personality 
and will. When manifested clearly and un- 
mistakably in the works of mature, as they 
are in a thousand different ways. there is 
only one theory that can account for them— 
the theory of a Supreme Being who created 
and governs the universe.

and contrivance. . . . The eternal im- 
manence of God is, therefore, an inevitable 
conclusion of science, and not a mere theo- 
logical dogma. At this point sctence and the- 
ology come together in harmony; for sclence 
proves contrivance or design in the works 
of nature; design in the works of nature 
proves the existence and government of God; 
the umiversality of design throughout the 
universe—even In the structure of ifts ult{- 
mate atomse—proves the divine immanence;: 
and the divine {mmanence explains evolution, 
and, through it, perfectly reconciles religion 
anf science.”

This ts lucid argument and noble logic, and 
the reader passes from this fine clarity of 
utterance to the arguments for immortality 
with a keen hope that the book wil! eustain 
its positivenese and its consistency. This. 
however, does not strike the present reader 
as being the case. Although valuable ma- 
terial is submitted, although prescience, 
clairvoyancy, dreams, the visitations of the 
Geparted, and many other indications o 
spiritual light cast from the Great Luminary 
are submitted, still the arguments appear to 
hang in air. Dr. Hill urges the independence 
of the mind lying back of the brairf, urges 
above all and with eloquence that if man is 
to get the full benefit of his unlimited ca- 
pacity for intellectual and moral develop- 
ment it must be in a future Hfe and_not in 
this. He speaks of the failure of life to at- 
tain to our ideala and suggests that we 
would not have been capable of dreams of 
justice were we not to see them realized 
somewhere. “The scheme of the universe,” 
he says, “ indicates the necessity for man's 
future life. The whole plan would be awry 
without it. Things would be out of all pro- 
portion to each other. If this life be al) 
there is of man, a universe would have been 
created for nothing.”

It seems a pity that biographers and mem- 
otrists dwell at such length upon the umhap- 
piness of Byron's Hfe. “ Letters of Lord 
Boughton,” recently issued, devote a good 
part of the last volume to this painful sub- 
ject, and now “BYRON-—THE LAST 
PHASE,” by Richard Edgcumbe (Charies 
Scribner’s Sons) is entirely devoted to the em- 
bittered end of the poet’s life. Mrs. Stowe’s 
defense of Lady-Byron, and the more recent 
book, “ Astarte,” by Lord Lovelace, have 
kept the scandale of Byron’s career alive. 
“ Astarte” created great surprise when it 
was published, and it is to contradict the 
charges raised by Byron’s grandeon that 
Mr. Edgcumbe has written hie book. He 
pronounces the Lovelace book as “a pre- 
tentious and plausible record of fallacies,” 
and he proceeds to show how wrong are its 
arguments, and how baseless the charges of 
Lady Byron, which the grandson hae re 
peated. He analyzes the changes which 
took place in Byron's oharacter after 1821, 
and spreads out for us an alluring pen pio- 
ture of an interesting personality, and a na- 
ture tender and even self-eacrificing. If 
anything were needed to rehabilitate the 
poet’s character from the aspersions of his 
foes, Mr. Edgoumbe’s work should supply 
the want. It is only a pity that the need ex- 
isted.

Some years ago Jules Payot, rector of the 
Academy of France, published a book on 
“THE EDUCATION OF THE WILL.” 
euthorized translation from the thirtieth

of existing conditions. Alike for the guid- 
ance, the protection, and for the cure of the 
will, there is the necessity for positive direc- 
tion and activities.

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One of the most valuable single volumes 
for the use of students of sociology and an- 
thropology is the ‘‘ SOURCE BOOK OF so- 
CIAL ORIGINS” (University of Chicago 
Press), by Prof. William IL. Thomas of the 
University of Chicago. The body of the book 


published works of some of the most eminent 
of modern anthropologists, such as Boas, 
Gillen, Haddon,’ Rivers, Spencer; Tyler, and 
Westermarck,; with comment by the compiler 
where their views differ from his. 

The work is divided into seven parts: (1) 
External Environment; (2) Primitive Mind 
and Education; (3) Karly Marriage; (4) In- 
vention and Technology; (6) Art, Ornament, 
and Decoration; (6) Magic, Religion, Ritual, 
and Ceremonial; (7) Social Organization, 
Morality, and the State. Seven lists of bibli- 
ographies accompany the seven parts and 
there is a final bibliography arranged by 
races. There is an introductory chapter on 
the standpoint from which the materials are 
to be viewed and critical comments in con- 
nection with each part. 

In his introductory chapter to the book, 
Prof. Thomas says: 

‘It is a singular fact that while the social 
sciences have been profoundly influenced 
by the theory of evolution as developed by 
the biologists and have imitated the methods 
developed by the biological sciences In the 
study of plant and animal life, they have 
generally failed to connect their studies of 
society with the researches of anthropology 
and ethnology—that is: with those sciences 
which étand between biology and civilization. 
And yet the lessons which the sciences deal- 
ing with man in historical time have to learn 
from the life of the lower human races are 
even more important than those which they 
have learned from biology. 

“It is, of course, entirely proper for the 
student to limit himself even narrowly to @ 
special field in order to work it intensively, 
but the historian, for instance, who begins 
the study of human activity with Greece and 
Rome or even with Assyria and Egypt cuts 
himself off as completely from the beginnings 
of his own subject as would the psychologist 
who neglected all study of child psychology 
and of animal! mind, or the biologist who at- 
tempted to understand bird or insect life 
without a knowledge of the stages of life 
lying below these. 

** Indeed, when we consider that the human 
race is one, that human mind is everywhere 
much the same, and that human practices 
are everywhere of the same general pattern, 
it appears that the neglect of the biologist 
or psychologist to study types of life lower 
than those in which he is immediately inter- 
ested could hardly be so serious as the neglect 
of the historian to familiarize himself with 
the instutional life of savage society?” 
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Julia C. Dorr has written a little volume 
of poems which bears the attractive title 
“BEYOND THE SUNSET” (Scribner’s.) 
The author has a pronounced partiality for 
the sonnet form and has acquitted herself 
well in haridling it. The themes of her poems 
are many, but all express that delicate spirit- 
uality which is characteristic of so many of 
our best women, especially of the older gen- 
eration. The thoughts are concerned with 
daily affairs, there is no attempt to reor- 
ganize the universe, but hope, love, and sor- 
row are given an expression that is so gentle 
-as almost to be pleintive, and through a 
medium off words that shows the author’s 
ful’ command of the technicalities of Eng- 
lish and of her appreciation of sound and 
the relation to sentiment. There is no ap- 
palling breadth of view or energy of person- 
ality, but a quiet aspiration, and the volume | 
is a creditable piece of work.

Even children seem to have few 
games and almost never to play them. The tra- 
ditional wrong and its avenging is the chief object 
on which the mind is fixed. 

The practice of these feuds ig for any male 
member of one family to shoot any male 
member of the other family with whom they 
are in feud on sight. , 

The wild and woolly west at ite worst could 
not have equaled life among these primitive, 
exuberant, and utterly savage people When 
they are happy or making merry or feasting 
they let off steam by firing off carbines or re- 
volvers indoors and out. And what is more 
ourious is the real enjoyment of the author 
in the scenes she describes. 

In place of their primitive methods of in- 
dividual justice, wherein each man is his 
own judge, jury, and executioner, she tried 
to explain to them the more complicated 
methods of civilization. They could not 
grasp it. 


There they eat-—dark, ragged, voluble, con- 
scious of thelr own misery, vaguely desirous of 
something better—and clamored to me for a king. 

I looked at them with awe, for I saw them 
through a vista of thousands of years. The river 
of evolution had left them stranded—waitfte of a 
dey when men had not yet learned to form a 
nation, and had whirled me and mine through al! 
the ages—through tribes, principalities, kingdoms— 
washing, as it went, the Divine right off kings and 
hurrying ue none knew whither. 

All of which is enlightening as to the Al- 
banians, and furthermore shows that Miss 
Durham has a literary style of Kiplingesque 
quality. 
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The central figure in ‘‘ THE DEMAGOG ” 
(Henry Holt), by William Richard Hereford, 
is David Holman, owner of a great news- 
paper, the Epoch, and a millionaire with the 
ambition to be president of the United States. 
In his luxurious office sits this man, “‘ the 
chief,’’ and weaves his web, whose warp is 
Self and -whose woof is the Lust for Power. 

“He had bent men to his will in the past; 
he would bend them further. Those that 
opposed he would break.’ Upon the hearts 
and souls and bodies of men and women he 
would stand with an iron heel; they should 
be as steps upon which he climbed upward 
to his goal, for that was the way of earth's 
conquerors since the world began.’’ 

As for women, there were but two who 
counted. One he could lightly discard when 
fancy pleased, the other as yet shadowy and 
indistinct. But with all his fortune and all 
his careful plans for the coveted goal, it was 
just this woman whom he thought lightly to 
discard—a Mexican girl whom he had 
wronged—who stood in his way at last, when 
he thought, by marrying the other woman, 
to ally himself with the aristocracy.

“ THSTIMONY ” (John Lane company), a 
new novel by Alice and Clyde Askew, is a 
story of real heart interest, told with a skill 
that pictures mental states as well as the 
different persons who, make up the roll of 
characters. The plot is laid first in the midst 
of a farming community of New England, 
into which enters a bright New York gir) as 
teacher in the local school. A true product 
of the city, she fascinates Gillian Lyons, s 
prosperous farmer of about 30 years of age, 
who makes love to her and eventually mar- 
ries hér. Although the idyllic portion is so 
soon brought to a close, it is Just the opening 
of the real drama, of the great battle be- 
tween Gilllan’s mother and his wife, the hos- 
tilities being due entirely to a difference in 
temperament and a failure of both to under- 
stand one another. . 

The struggle is sharp, because the young 
and old women are extremes of two distinct 
aspects of society, and, each having a strong 
individuality, there is a great deal of bitter- 
ness and of unhappiness that threatens to 
break forever the ties of home. While on 
the whole the narration of the story is calm 
and is held within bounds, a few effects are 
brought in toward the close that partake a 
little of the melodramatic and the hack- 
neyed, especially in the excuse made for Gal- 
lian’s long absence from home, but aside 
from this incident and even in spite of it thie 
is a novel which will be read with deep inter- 
est for the one reason that the half dozen 
persons who appear upon.its stage are real 
in their thoughts and deeds and passions. 
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Johannes Muller's “HINDRANCES OF 
LIFE,” translated by F. F. Strecker, deals 
with those enemies of peace and health 
known as grief, worry, fear, lack of assur- 
ance, and the other seifin us. Grief is worth- 
less, fruitless, and wrong. While the bank- 
ruptcy of life should serve as a lesson, while 
sin should cut us to the quick, we should not 
allow regrets tocrush us.

“If you wish to lead a life without sighs 
and groans, rid yourself of all unnecessary 
incumbrances, of imaginary duties, of exces- 
sive tasks and superfluous interests, and, in- 
deed, of all that does not concern you or is 
beyond your power. Weare not disconcerted 
by what we can easily bear, and that which is 
play for us to master arouses in us buoyancy 
of spirits, and encourages us. Strive, there- 
fore, by virtue of your inner independence, to 
attain liberty and elasticity of motion instead 
of becoming absorbed by all kinds of things 
and of being mastered by that over which you 
ought to be in authority.

Liverpoo] reported 
Argentine wheat offered at an advance of 
$d, which reflected the strong situation devel- 
oping in that country. «Primary arrivals 
were 419,000 bu, against 595,000 bu a year 
ago. Receipts here were 15 cars, with 13 
cars promised for today. The cash demand 
here was fairly active, wth sales of 85,000 
bu. Minneapolis wheat stocks decreased 
275,000 bu for the week. Country advices 
from the northwest said receipts at the sta- 
tions were large and that a liberal movement 
is to be expected with favorable weather 
conditions. Clearances of wheat and flour 
fer the day were 878,000 bu. 


Corn Traders Are Bearish. 


- Weakness in the December delivery was 
the main feature in corn, and prices were 
Soc off for the ourrent delivery, \c off for the 
May, and %c down for the July. Offerings 
were liberal, and but for the strength in 
wheat prices would have eased off doubtless. 
Bartlett-Patten were the best sellers, and the 
buying was scattered, local shorts covering 
late in the day on the upturn in wheat. The 
demand for corn for shipment was moderate, 
and low grades tn the cash market constitute 
the weak feature of the situation. Liverpool 
olosed unchanged to \%d up. The cash mar- 
ket was unchanged to 44d higher, and sales 
were 75,000 bu. Receipts at Chicago were 
2835 cars, with 245 cars promised for today. 
Primary points had 679,000 bu, against 850,000 
bu a year ago. Weather conditions over the 
belt are much more favorable, and the out- 
look is for increased receipts in the near fu- 
ture.. 
Oats Trade Is Featureless. 

Oats were quiet and without muoh feature, 
except that shorts covered freely at times on 
the strength in wheat. Final prices were 
%c lower to Ke higher. The general trade 
was the smallest in volume it has been for 
some time, other cereals monopolizing most 
of the interest. Local traders took advan- 
tage of the early rise to sell freely. Primary 
receipts were 404,000 bu, against 515,000 bu 
the same day a yearago. Receipts here were 
152 cars, with 111 cars estimated for today.

Cofn is frozen now 
and they are beginning to buy a little and will 
ship at once. The northern part of the state is 
floeded worse than the central part. Farmers will 
have to get rid of corn this winter, as it will be 
impossible to get it off next spring. with the snow 
and spring reins ad@ed t6 the moisture itn the 
ground already. It will be time to plow and plant 
corn before the present crop dries enough to get 
into. it with teams. Another factor that will con- 
front farmers next apring is the question of seed 
corn. Seed corn that was picked and faid in sheds 
on racks which Is generally considered safe and a 
sure way of getting good seed moulded and is 
néarly all epoiled. About 40 per cent of the corn 
{is still in the fields in the vicinity of Charles City 
Farther north fully 50 per cent.of the corn is in 
the flelds.’’ 

Beldom, ff ever, has there been a time at this 
season of the year when the shipping demand has 
been so poor for corn, or when the current re- 
ceipts of No. 8 corn sold at such large discounts 
under the May. December yesterday went to a 
discount of 4%¢, and No. 8 corn was still much 
below the December. It is a simple proposition 
for the elevator people to buy the receipts and 
make contract grades at the present differences, 
and they afe turning out large*’quantities. This 
position is directly opposite from that In wheat, 
where the cash prices have been steadily much 
higher than the futures. The market for corn 
in the east is slow and sales so far this month 
have been smaller in the aggregate than for the 
same time in many yea Daily sales have been 
extremely sma!I, whereas usually at this season 
the shipping eales east are large. 

Wrenn & Co. had the following from a promi- 
nent northwestern country milling firm: °* We 
do not look for ahy strong demand for flour after 
the first of the year. .The last thirty days it has 
been almost impossible to sell four at value. The 
trade seems to be well supplied. Mills are ac- 
cepting orders when they can get them at reduced 
prices from. their asking price. There is plenty 
of wheat in Minnesota in. farmers hands. The 
tendency has been to sell the other grains and 
hold wheat. Merchants and bankers report that 
farmers have been slow in paying their accounts, 
as they have held back doing their fall work, but 
after the first of the year we think that collec- 
tiens will be enforced so that farmers will be 
compelled to market their grain.’’

The weekly Argentine cable said: “* The wheat 
is strong, with an active demand. Arrivals from 
the interior are increasing.

A private Liverpool cable said: “ Wheat strong; 
higher prices expected Argentine crop reports 
worse.

Avenue, between Congress and Van 
Buren Streets, King Wah Lo, the 
most up-to-date arid magnificent 
Chinese restaurant in the world, 
will open its doors to Chicago.

The atmosphere and surroundings 
of the King Wah Lo are as near like 
the famous restaurants of China as 
it is possible to make them.

The ceiling is hung with dozens 
of multicolored lamps, producing an 
effect entirely foreign and unlike 
anything seen in Chicago heretofore.
